Aliens to Report 


To U.S. Service 


During January 


District Director H. D. Nice of 
the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tien Service estimated today that 
over 204,000 aliens will report 
their address in the San Fran- 
cisco District during January 
under the Federal Alien Address 
Report Program. 

The Immigration official said 
that 200,000 aliens reported their 
address during January, 1959. 

Mr. Nice said that all non-citi- 
zens, except those in diplomatic 
status, foreign representatives of 
certain international organiza- 
tions and those admitted temp- 
ovarily as agricultural laborers, 
are required to file the address 
report. 

He added that any alien who 
willfully violates the address re- 
port may be fined up to $200, 
imprisoned for 30 days, and de- 
ported. 

In addition, aliens who are not 
in the United States during Jan- 
uary must report their address 
to the Service within 10 days af- 


ter their return. 
The District Director said that 
address report cards will be 


available at the Immigration Ser- 
vice office at 630 Sansome 
Street, San Francisco, and local 
United States post offices begin- 
ning January 1, 1960.

If your husband insists on in- 
viting friends to dinner, and the 
children’s playmates linger as 


suppertime draws nigh, if your 
name leads all. the rest of 
church supper volunteers— 
Lady, you must be a marvelous 
cook! 

Obviously, too, you have real 
affection for delights of the 
table. Giving a different twist 
to old favorites is your idea of 
fun. 

Like pork chops and Spanish 
rice, for instance. Pork chops 
served “as is’’ are reasonably 
good, though certainly not ex- 
citing. YOU would never be 
guilty of this, we suspect. So 
here is a new way of presenting 
them to your happy family. 

Your dessert, of course, lives 
up to the entree. It’s an ice 
cream pie comprised of vanilla 
ice cream and orange sherbet 
in alternate scoops, enlivened by 
a bit of toasted coconut, The 
crust is really something spe- 
cial. Made from a packaged bis- 
cuit mix and delicately flavored 
with orange rind, its simple 
preparation positively defies 
failure! And it can be baked 
days before and frozen ‘til the 
occasion demands it. Just spoon 
the ice cream and sherbet into 
the baked shell shortly before 
the dinner bell, and in the 
freezer it happily awaits a dra- 
matic entrance. 

Onto the table go a basket of 
hard rolls, peeking out from 
under a napkin, lots of golden 
butter and mugs full of icy cold 
milk. 

PORK CHOPPED-TOPPED 

SPANISH RICE 

2 quart casserole 6 servings 

350 degree preheated oven 

40-45 minutes 

6 pork chops 

3 tablespoons butter 

% cup butter 

4% cup chopped celery 

4% cup chopped green pepper 

4% cup sliced onion 

14% cups quick cooking rice 

2 8 oz. cans tomato sauce 

1% cups water 


1% teaspoon sweet basil 
1 cup shredded sharp Cheddar 

cheese 
2 tablespoons grated Parmesan 

cheese 

Brown pork chops in the 3 
tablespoons butter. Meanwhile, 
melt the % cup butter in a 
saucepan. Add celery, green 
pepper, onion and rice and cook 
and stir until rice is lightly 
browned. Add tomato sauce, wa- 
ter and seasonings and’mix well. 
Bring to a boil. Cover and sim- 
mer for 10 minutes. Pour cooked 
rice into well buttered casse- 
role. Arrange pork chops on top 
of rice. Top with Cheddar and 
Parmesan Cheese. Cover and 
bake in a 350 degree preheated 
oven for 30 minutes. Remove 
cover and bake for 15 minutes 
longer or until cheese is melted 
and pork chops are thoroughly 
cooked. 

ORANGE COCONUT 
ICE CREAM PIE 

9-inch pie plate 
450 degree preheated oven 
8-10 minutes 
1% cups prepared biscuit mix 
2 tablespoons grated orange 

rind 
1 tablespoon sugar 
\% cup soft butter 
44 cup boiling water 

Put biscuit mix, orange rind 
and sugar in pie plate. Mix well. 
Add butter. Pour boiling water 
over butter and stir vigorously 
with a fork until dough forms 
a ball and leaves the sides of the 
pie plate. Dough will be puffy 
and soft. With fingers and heel 
of hand, pat dough evenly onto 
bottom and sides of pie plate, 
bringing dough up to cover sides 
of pie plate. Flute edges, Prick 
thoroughly with a fork. Bake in 
a 450 degree preheated oven 
for 8-10 minutes or until lightly 
browned. Cool and fill. 
1 quart vanilla ice cream 
1 pint orange sherbert 
1 cup toasted coconut 

Just before serving, fill the 
pie erwist with vanilla ice cream 
and orange sherbert, alternating 
‘spoonfuls of the two. Top with
